Pope related his observations of 
the African savage made during his 
recent hunting trip of the dark 
continent. 

“A Binet test would grade the 
African race from eight to twelve 
years of age mentally. They snatch 
a precarious existence from nature 
and live where the hyena and vul- 
ture are ever ready to take advan- 
tage of a weak moment. Though 
the earth smiles on them, fruits 
hang from the trees to be plucked:

France Based on Nation's 
Potential War Power

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PARIS, April 30.—Disarmament 
in proportion to potential arming 
power is the substance of the 
French policy at the forthcoming 
preparatory disarmament confer- 
ence in Geneva, at which France 
will be represented by M. Paul 
Boncour. 

Potential arming power in this 
connection is said to mean the 
capacity of a country to produce 
war material and general susten- 
ance during a riod of war. 

The theory that a country 
which lacks facilities for quickly 
producing fighting machines and 
equipping fighting men can less 
afford to isarm than a power 
which possesses those means. 

This idea of potential arming 
power involves a close union be- 
tween land and sea’ armaments, 
which, in the French view, cannot 
be separated in considering gen- 
eral disarmament. 


The French program its to ar- in 


rive at a coefficient for each power 
whose armament is susceptible of 
being scaled down and reduce 
them all proportionately to their 
capacity to replace their naval ves- 
sels, cannon, rifies, machine guns, 
airplanes and other war equipment. 
This reduction would be finally 
based, however, on the security 
afforded each country from out- 
side aggreasion.

Expert Advances Theory 
Twisting Earth to 


Pressure of Seas May be 
Result in Eruptions

T. Francis testified as to the con- 
dition in which he found the wom- 
an the next day. Whether her 
condition was brought about 
through Chief Welch's handling 
could not be determined. At any 
rate the physician testified the 
woman looked as though she had 
fallen from a four-story building.

INSPIRED COMPOSER 
‘CONDUCTS CHORUS 


Talents in Notable 
Program .

Percy Grainger, the inspired 
Australian pianist and composer, 
tried out some interesting ch ra! 
experfments upon a Los Angeles 
audience at the Philharmonic Au- 
ditorium last night. Songs without 
accompaniment are as yet unac- 
customed to our ears but songs 
without the meanings of words are 
eomething quite new and eerie. 

Mr. Grainger, in his program 
preface, put forth the idea of lis- 
tening to these chorales of Delius 
and s own, as absolute music.

Funding the French national debt to 
this country practically completes the la- 
bors of the American Debt Funding Com- 
mission. Agreements have been reached 
with all our important debtors but Greece 
and Russia, and we know the maximum 
that we may expect to receive from our 
foreign’ debtors. The gross principal and 
accrued interest amounts to §11,459,504,000, 
owed by twelve nations. If they all keep 
their pledges we shall have receive. by 
the end of the century $22,043,000,000; bus 
not one in 1000 now paying taxes will live 
to see the fina] dollar paid. 

France has secured a settlement on the 
present worth base of 50 cents on the $1. 
Who pays the rest? The American peo- 
ple, of course; for our government bor-

Plans for the Coolidge Dam on 
the Gila River nine miles below 
San Carlos, Ari., were selected yes- 
terday by a committee composed of 
Maj.-Gen. W. C. Langfitt, U.S.A. 
retired, Andrew J. Wiley of the U. 
. Reclamation Service, consulting 
engineer of the Exchequer Dam 
near Merced, and Maj. Charles R. 
Olberg, assistant chief engineer of 
the Indian Irrigation Service. The 
plans were forwarded to Secretary 
of the Interior Work for approval. 
Maj. Oldberg said action by Secre- 
tary Work is hoped for within a 
week or ten days, and that con- 
struction can start withi sixty 
days after the plans are approved. 

Congress appropriated 5.500. 
000 for the dam two years ago and 
the plans have been in preparation 
since. The committee did not 
make known what type of dam was 
selected from the alternatives be- 
fore it, saying this information 
could be given out only in Wash- 
ington.

Joint Meeting Scheduled to

Initial plans to place the rent- 

ing of boats on park lakes under 
city operation on a cost basis, with 
u large saving to the boating pub- 
lic, will be made Tuesday at a joint 
meeting of the Park and Play- 
ground Commissions. .

Counsel Elated at Admission 
Made by Official 


Examiner Testifies Bank Did 
Not Lose on Check 


Differs With Other Witness 
“Kiting” Warning 


The defense at the trial of J. X. 
Fronk, former head of a Holly- 
wood finance company and his co- 
defendant, I. A. Landon, until re- 
cently manager of a Hellman 
branch bank, scored its Initial vic- 
tory yesterday at the trial of the 
two men before a jury in Supertor 
Judge Hahn's court on charges 
of grand larceny and embezzie- 
ment. 

Two points were brought out 
the cross-examination of 
W. M. Thompson, chief bank ex- 
aminer of the Southern Califor- 
nia district, which were considered 
— important by defense coun- 
sel. 


The first was that the Manchest- 
er and moneta-avenue State bank, 
ot which Fronk formerly was a di- 
rector and heavy stockholder, did 
not suffer a logs from a $12,500 
eheck he drew against it, and sec- | 
ondly, that Thompson had warned 
J. C. Smith, former president of 
the bank, and now a director, that 
“he was suspicious Fronk was car- 
rying a kiting account.” * 


BANK DID NOT SUFFER 


Under examination of Attorney 
Gerald Myer, chief of counsel for 
Landon, Thompson declared the 
bank did not suffer any loss from 
a $12,500 check Fronk gave for 
two cashier's checks for the same 
amount. A loss was not sustained, 
he stated, because Fronk returned 
the cashier’s checks to Smith. * 

‘tT am ry glad to state the 
bank did not lose any money on 
acdount of this check,” Thompson 
witness also asserted that 
duting the middle of November, 
1925, he went to the bank and 
examined the account of Fronk in 
the presence of Smith. 

“Is it not true you told Smith 
it was a kiting account?” he was 
asked 


“I informed Smith I was sus- 
picious it was a kiting account,” 
the witness testified. 


PAPER BALANCE 

Smith, however, testified he did 
not know Fronk was carrying a 
kiting account at the bank unt 
December 30. 1925. when it was 
Giscovered the bank was on the 
verge of being ruined on account 
tof Fronk's asserted manipulations. 

Attempts on the part of Arts. 
W. V. Anderson and Charles Fick- 
ert, counsel for Fronk, to show 
through Thompson that Fronk had 
an actual balance at the Manches- 
ter and Moneta-avenue State Bank 
December 30, 1925, when he ex 
afmined the bank's records, failed. 

Thompson asserted the ledger 
sheet of Fronk’s account showed 
to him that be did not have a 
balance but nothing more than a 
structure of an account or a paper 
balance.” In other words, he ex- 
lained, the ledger sheet showed 

ronk had a “fictitious balance but 
not a credit balance,“ and that he 
would not describe it as an over- 
éraft but a shortage. *
